Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art does not describe processing a transformed graphical element 
using stored information about the transformed graphical element's original type, 
wherein a rule applied when processing untransformed graphical elements having an 
original type differs from a corresponding rule applied when processing untransformed 
elements having a transformed type, the transformed graphical element being 
processed using the rule applied when processing untransformed graphical elements 
having the original type. 

The closest prior art (Yoshino et al. US 6,141,462) describes a system for 
processing and then trapping graphical objects. The system takes as input a set of 
image parts from a Postscript file. It first creates an adjoining relationship list, which 
describes each individual part's spatial adjacency to any adjoining parts, then it 
evaluates the color of each image part and determines if any of the image parts can be 
grouped together and treated as one combined image part. If any of the image parts 
can be grouped together then the system groups the parts together. Finally, the system 
traps all image parts against surrounding image parts, which includes trapping the 
grouped part against any surrounding image parts. The trapping process uses the 
original adjoining relationship list to determine which surrounding image parts are 
spatially adjacent to the grouped part (columns 5 and 6). 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
